1. HUNGARIAN PREMIER FOCK DEPARTED WITH HIS PARTY 
AUGUST 1 1 FOLLOWING WHAT THE PRESS DESCRIBED AS TWO 
DAYS OF VERY FRUITFUL AND MUTUALLY USEFUL TALKS WITH 
PREMIER JAROSZEWICZ AND OTHER POLISH OFFICIALS. BOTH 
THE COMPOSITION OF THE HUNGARIAN AND POLISH SIDES AT 
THE TALKS AND THE SUBSEQUENT COMMUNIQUE INDICATE THAT 
THE DISCUSSIONS FOCUSED PRIMARILY ON ECONOMIC 

TOPICS. 

2. ACCOMPANYING PREMIER FOCK WERE VICE PREMIER 

PETER VALYI, PLANNING COMMISSION DEPUTY CHAIRMAN JOZSEF 
DRECIN, VIE MINISTER OF FOREIGN TRADE JENOE TRODAI, VICE 
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GYOERGY PAKH, AND OTHERS. ON THE POLISH SIDE THE COM- 
MUNIQUE LISTS, IN ADDITION TO PREMIER JAROSZEWICZ, VICE 
PREMIER KAZIMIERZ OLSZEWSKI, PLANNING COMMISSION FIRST 
DEPUTY CHAIRMAN KAZIMIERZ SECOMSKI, ACTING FOREIGN MINISTER 
JOZEF CZYREK, VICE MINISTER OF FOREIGN TRADE WLADYSLAW 
GWIAZDA, AND OTHERS. 

3. THE BRIEF COMMUNIQUE ISSUED FOLLOWING FOCK'S DEPARTURE 
AUGUST 1 1 ENDORSES THE RECENT CRIMEAN CONFERENCE AND 
EXPRESSES FULL SUPPORT FOR THE PEACEFUL INITIATIVES OF THE 
SOVIET UNION AND OTHER CONFERENCE PARTICIPANTS. THE 
COMMUNIQUE ALSO NOTES BRIEFLY THAT THE TWO SIDES EXCHANGED 
VIEWS ON MANY INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS. THE BULK OF THE COM- 
MUNIQUE, HOWEVER, IS DEVOTED TO 

ECONOMIC SUBJECTS. IT REPORTS THAT THE TWO SIDES ASSESSED 
THEIR ACHIEVEMENTS IN ECONOMIC COOPERATION SINCE THE MEETING 
OF PARTY AND GOVERNMENT LEADERS OF THE TWO COUNTRIES IN 
WARSAW LAST MARCH (REF A). PARTICULARLY CITED WAS A RECENTLY 
SIGNED LONG TERM (1974-85) AGREEMENT FOR COOPERATION IN 
PRODUCTION AND SUPPLY OF THE FIAT 126P. LOOKING TO THE 
FUTURE, BOTH PREMIERS APPRAISED HIGHLY PROPOSALS FOR 
COOPERATION AIMED BOTH AT BUILDING LASTING INDUSTRIAL LINKS 
BETWEEN THEIR TWO COUNTIIES AND AT DEVELOPING MEANS OF 
COOPERATION IN THIRD MARKETS. POINTING OUT THAT EXPANSION 
OF INDUSTRIAL SPECIALIZATION AND COOPERATION SERVES THE 
PRINCIPLE OF SOCIALIST ECONOMIC INTEGRATION LAID OUT IN 
THE TWENTY-FIFTH COMECON SESSION, THE COMMUNIQUE SINGLES 
OUT FOR AN IMPORTANT ROLE IN THIS AREA THE AUTOMOBILE, 

CHEMICAL, ELECTROCHEMICAL, AND ELECTRONIC INDUSTRIES, AS 
WELL AS MINING, METTALLURGY, AND ENERGY. 

4. COMMENT: THOUGH BRIEF AND LACKING IN SPECIFICS, THE COMMUNIQUE 
NEVERTHELESS SOUNDS A THEME OF CONTINUING AND INTENSIFYING 
POLISH-HUNGARIAN EXONOMIC COOPERATION, PARTICULARLY IN 

THE REALM OF INDUSTRILA PRODUCTION. THERE IS NO MENTION 
OF HOW THE HIPED FOR INDUSTRIAL SPECIALIZATION AND INTE- 
GRATION IS TO BE ACHIEVED OR OF HOW AND WHERE THE GOODS 
EVENTUALLY PRODUCED WILL BE MARKETED. THE COMMUNIQUE AND 
PRESS COVERAGE SURROUNDING THE VISIT ARE CERTAINLY POSITIVE 
IN TONE, BUT ONE WONDERS ABOUT THE SURPRISE ELEMENT ATTEND- 
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ING PREMIER FOCK'S ARRIVAL (REF B) AND WHETHER HIS COMING 
SO SOON AFTER THE HIGHER LEVEL POLISH-HUNGARIAN TALKS 
LAST MARCH 15-16 INDICATES THAT PROBLEMS HAD DEVELOPED IN 
THE PROGRAM FORMULATED DURING THOSE TALKS.
